Quail, pheasant and wild turkey, from 
Nov. 15 to Jan 1. 

Rabbit, from Nov 15 to Sept. 15 

Squirrel, from Nov. 15 to Feb. 1, also 
June 15 to Sept. 15. 

Duck and geese, from Aug. 15 
April 1. 

Woodcock, from June 20 to Feb 1. 

Doves from Aug. 1 to Feb 1. 

Snipe, at any time. 

It is unlawful to shoot any thrush, 
meadow lark, finch, martin, swallow, 
woodpecker, red or blue bird, catbird, 
or any other song or insectiverous bird 

Possession of animal or bird within 
prohibited time is evidence of guilt. 

You are not allowed to shoot, hunt 
or fish on inclosed grounds without 
consent of owner. Violators are sub- 
ject to fine of from $5 to $25. 

It can be seen from the above that 
quail, rabbits and squirrels can not be 
killed until Nov. 15, and, it is hoped, 
that our farmers and others will see 
to it that the law is enforced, should 
it be violated. Hunters from town, 
and many of our country boys, could 
in a very short time kill all the game 
in Adair county, if they were per- j 
mitted to shoot at any time they

livered in their tanks. They then sell 
it to their customers at 13 cents. Now 
Columbia I do not know what the 
merchants pay for it, but I do know 
that the people pay 20 cents for it, and 
not likely that the Standard Oil 
Company would charge more for their 
oil when they have to haul it only 
twenty miles. If the merchants buy it 
at 9| cents and sell it for twenty, it is 
very extortionate, and if they charge

I 
suppose that today there are tens of 
thousands of people who believe and 
who will believe until election day 
that this forged letter of Cleveland's, 
supposed to have been written on his 
deathbed, was really authentic. It was 
published first in a newspaper con- 
trolled in Wall street and alleged to 
be the property of J. Pierpont Morgan. 
It has been commented upon approv- 
ingly by every plutocratic paper in the 
United States. When it was original- 
ly printed it was put in double leaded 
type with glaring headings and with 
all sorts of editorial embellishments. 
The denial was modestly printed in a 
single column article without any sort 
of typographical display. 

Suppose somebody had forged the 
signature of the late ex-president in a 
letter urging all Democrats to vote for 
Mr. Bryan and that letter had been 
given currency through practically the 
whole press of the United States. 
What would have been the attitude of 
the great papers of New York or of 
Chicago concerning that? Would they 
have mildly said that they had been 
Imposed upon? Would they have re- 
duced their expose of Its spuriousness 
to a brief stick or two in single col- 
omn measure? We all know well what 
would have happened. The literary ad- 
venturer would have been forgotten, 
but the charge would have been made 
that the whole fraud or forgery had 
emanated either from Mr. Bryan him- 
self or from the Democratic national 
committee. Everybody knows that the 
first pages would have blazed with the 
wickedness of the Democratic organi- 
zation in thus forging the name of a

And why is it that there has been 
such a tremendous outcry about one 
Governor C. N. Haskell of Oklahoma, 
who has occupied a rather inconspicu- 
ous position in connection with the 
Democratic national committee? The 
attack upon him was originated by 
William Randolph Hearst, who at the 
same time attacked with equal venom 
Senator J. B. Foraker. The evidence 
concerning Haskell was to the effect 
that Theodore Roosevelt, the presi- 
dent of the United States, said that 
Frank S. Monnett, former attorney 
general of Ohio, said that a man 
named Squire had said to him that 
Haskell had said that he and Frank 
G. Rockefeller would put up a big 
sum of money to call off a certain 
prosecution of the Standard Oil com- 
pany in the state of Ohio. One does 
not have to be a lawyer to judge what 
testimony of that sort is worth. But 
the Republican newspapers, always 
ready to say the worst of any man 
who believes in Democratic principles, 
and the president of the United States, 
who is always preaching the square 
deal, but usually dealing his cards 
from I he bottom of the pack, attacked 
Governor Haskell on this utterly in- 



It was pot my good fortune to be in 
Cincinnati at the time of this mag- 
nificent meeting, but I was In Chicago 
three days before, when Mr. Taft vis- 
ited that city to make his first speech 
since bis nomination. The committee 
In charge of his campaign had engag- 
ed a hall which would seat well above 
12,000 people. For some reason known 
only to them they canceled the order 
for this hall and selected one on the 
most fashionable thoroughfare of the 
city seating not more than 2,000. The 
majestic presence of Taft did not fill 
the hall. The meeting was to be "by 
ticket." But I went in myself with- 
out a ticket just as Judge Taf^ was 
speaking and found no difficulty In 
getting a seat for myself and four oth- 
er companions. Usually a small hall 
is picked out with the purpose of hav- 
ing a tremendous overflow meeting. 
In this instance there was no over- 
flow save that of some fifty or sixty 
policemen who would have been called 
to restrain the turbulent crowd that 
never arrived. 

That Is the contrast between the re- 
ceptions of the two candidates. 

Taft In Wisconsin.

"This, of course, refers to an answer 
given by Judge Taft to a question 
asked at one of his meetings as to 
what he purposed doing with the thou- 
sands of Idle men In the country."

While it is not cus- 
tomary for the president of the United 
States to step down to the position of 
an ordinary political manager, the 
Roosevelt enthusiasm has this time, as 
ever before, 'enabled him to override 
all precedents and to abandon all sense 
of official propriety. We have in pub- 
lic life now two Theodore Roosevelts. 
As a matter of fact, we have had them 
for some years past, but today the 
contrast is a little more striking. We 
have Roosevelt the president of the 
United States and Roosevelt the Re- 
publican politician, quite as practical 
as he was when he invited E. H. Har- 
rlman to come to the White House and 
discuss ways and means of carrying 
with money the pending election. 
Roosevelt the president deserves hon- 
or and respect because of the dignity 
of the high office which he holds. 
Roosevelt the politician can demand 
no more Immunity from partisan at- 
tacks, although his friends resent 
those attacks, than if he were the 
chairman of Tammany Hall or Boss 
Cox of Cincinnati, his political friend 
this year. Mr. Roosevelt has seen fit 
to thrust into this campaign the great 
authority and the great dignity of the 
office of the president. That in itself 
was an outrage upon the American 
electorate. The president's personal 
views are his own, and it would be 
entirely proper for him to express 



ery other day attacking his opponents 
and basing his charges against them 
upon merely hearsay evidence or upon

Mr. Roosevelt has linked his arm 
with that of William Randolph Hearst 
What Hearst has said about Senator 
Foraker the president, without inves- 
tigation, has approved. But some 
years ago, when Mr. Hearst was a 
candidate for governor of New York, 
Mr. Roosevelt sent Elihu Root to ex- 
press his views to the voters of that 
state. This is what Mr. Root said: 
"I say to you, with his (Roosevelt's) 
authority, he regards Mr. Hearst as 
wholly unfit to be governor, as an In- 
sincere, self seeking demagogue, who 
is trying to deceive the workingmen 
of New York by false promises and 
false statements." A few of the 
phrases applied to Mr. Hearst by 
Root, speaking for Roosevelt, were 
these: "Exploiter of sensationalism," 
"crude, foolish visionary." "apolo- 
pizer for crime." And finally, in sum- 
ming up, Mr. Root said, "I say by the 
president's authority, in penning these 
words With the horror of President 
McKinley's murder fresh before him, 
he had Mr. Hearst specifically in his 
mind." '

The Kansas corn crop is enor- 
mous this year and in Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Missouri, Nebras- 
ka, Iowa and throughout the 
corn belt the yield will be well 
up to %n average good crop. 

Indiana is said to have a wheat 
area estimated at 27,000,000 
acres. The average yield per 
acre is low, and much of the 
work of handling the crop is still 
done in a primitive fashion. 

The demand for young colts 
and mule colts at Shelbyville, 
Tenn. , is heavier than ever known 
at this season of the year and 
higher prices are being demand- 
ed. Especially is this so with 
mule colts. Every day last week 
large numbers of these young 
animals have been brought into 
town for sale and high prices 
have ruled. From $100 to $125 
have been the prices demanded, 
and many of the animals have 
been sold at over $100. 

The government crop report 
for July places the average of 
Irish potatoes for 1908 at 3,198,- 
000 acres, which is 2.4 per cent, 
or 74,000 acres more than last 
year. The condition of the crop 
on July 1 was 89.6 per cent of a 
normal as compared with 90.2 
per cent, a year ago. 

It is said that at Cheshire, 
Conn., stands an apple tree 
which is know to be 190 years 
old and is believed to be still old- 
re than this. The tree is about 
seventy feet high while the cir- 
cumference at the trunk is sev- 
enteen feet. There are eight 
large branches, five of which 
bear fruit one year the other, 
three the next. One year this 
giant tree bore 130 bushels of 
apples. The tree is regular in j 
form, and the area shaded by its 
branches is 130 feet in diameter.

worth would be able to take up the 
heavy task of governing the American 
people, and .by the end of his term 
Quentin or Hermit or some other 
Rooseveltian youth would be of age 
to accept the scepter handed flown to 
him. 

But, seriously, it is a matter for the 
American people to give careful thought 
to when the proposition is made that 
a political combination which has had 
twelve years of uninterrupted power 
should be given twelve or sixteen years 
more. The management of affairs at 
Washington is not so wholly beyond 
and above suspicion that an occasional 
change in those who have control of it 
would not be a good thing. Aside from 
any change in the economic policy of 
the government, I believe that every 
right thinking citizen will hold it well 
to have an occasional housecleanlng. 
You who read this may not believe in 
the immediate reduction of the tariff. 
You may not believe in the guaranty 
of bank deposits. But if you knew 
your Washington as I do you would 
believe in a clearing out of the cob- 
webbed offices In which clerks who 
have outlived their usefulness are 
housed and, even more Important, the 
trim and gorgeous offices in which de- 
partment heads who draw salaries of 
$2,500 a yelar and spend three times 
that much are luxuriating. 

What Might Be Done. 

The election of a Democratic presi- 
dent who would install a new set of 
department heads would accomplish 
this reform and, besides saving mil- 
lions of the people's money, would 
make for greater efficiency in all ex- 
ecutive departments. But my old 
friend Champ Clark pointed out to me 
the other day that even though we 
should lose the presidency— which nei- 
ther he nor I believe we will— the elec- 
tion of a Democratic house of repre- 
sentatives would contribute to the 
same result.

In my judgment, un- 
til Mr. Roosevelt has had the manli- 
ness and the courteousness to admit 
he was wrong when he denounced 
Judge Parker as a willful and mali- 
cious falsifier when the judge exposed 
his trade with the plutocracy he has 
no right to continue his pose as a mor- 
.al uplifter and an ethical teacher. 
A Continuing Dynasty. 
\Mr. Nicholas Longworth, the son-in- 
law of the president, has contributed 
materially to the interest of this cam- 
paign and somewhat to the gayety of 
the president's opponents by his speech 
in which "he declared that President 
Roosevelt would be a candidate in 
1910. Mark how this figures out! The 
president succeeded President McKin- 
ley in 1201, he served out that term, 
was elected again in 1904. In 1908 he

But they have an arrangement at 
Washington and, for that matter, in 
other federal offices by which the man 
can resign and after having completed 
the work he goes out to do be rein- 
stated. . It is perfectly obvious that the 
purpose of this arrangement is to cir- 
cumvent the civil service reform law 
which prohibits federal officeholders 
from taking an active part in politics. 

The Republican national committee 
is ordinarily pretty prosperous. I think 
it is this year. If it can secure the 
Berviees of a number of practical poli- 
ticians—like, for example, Frank H. 
Hitchcock, who, it is said, has "re- 
signed"— it can well afford to pay them 
salaries equivalent to those they were 
receiving from the government. And 
then if after five months of political ac- 
tivity on the part of these retired offi- 
cials the president of the United States, 
the old time civil service reformer, 
Theodore Roosevelt, sends word Just 
before the election that they 
hurry home or fail of 
how fine the moral effect upon the 
country is! 

Can you imagine a better bit of po- 
litical bunko than this? If federal 
officeholders must not take part in poli- 
tics, let their resignations be final when 
handed in. But to say that the first 
assistant postmaster general can step 
out of office long enough to manage a 
campaign in which all his subordinates 
are interested and at Its completion re- 
turn again to his old place is to give 
the He to every protestation of civil 
service reform that Theodore Roose- 
velt himself ever made.
